DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Bernie Sanders was on the Subway on Tuesday 
heading from Water Mill to Southampton. He 
said he was here to just do a little shopping. 


THE BLIZZARD 

There was high drama on the Subway system 
last Saturday morning at the stairs going down 
to the Southampton platform, where that 
entrance had become completely blocked up 
with snow. Nobody could get in or out. People 
on the stairs down below, panicking, tried to 
claw their way through, and when that didn’t 
work they called for help on their cellphones. 
Soon the fire department, the SWAT team, the 
Village Highway Department and the local police 
arrived and soon after that the media arrived. 
After an hour and a half the shovelers broke 
through, and what turned out to be 40 people 
were rescued, and the crowds cheered. At a 
press conference afterward, a reporter asked 


one of those rescued why they didn’t all just 
take the train to Water Mill? Nobody seemed 
willing to answer that question. 


ANOTHER DRAMA 

The community had pretty much shoveled itself 
out and back to normal by Monday morning in 
the Hamptons, but this was not the case at the 
Hamptons Subway building in Hampton Bays. 
That remained closed all day. That building, the 
only example of fascist architecture in America, 
designed by Berlin’s Albrecht Speer in 1935, 
has 200 steps leading up to the grand portico 
at the front entrance there on Ponquogue 
Avenue, and the union workers that shovel out 
the subway steps refused to shovel clear the 
headquarters steps. Only on Tuesday morning, 
after negotiations with our Commissioner, was 
that issue resolved and everyone was able to 
get back to work. 


SUBWAY SWIPE CARDS 
Delays occurred at the Bridgehampton platform 
on Wednesday morning when riders discovered 


at the turnstiles that all their swipe cards were. 


reporting the amounts remaining on their cards 


was just 58 cents, an amount not adequate 
to get through. Crowds waiting at the token 
booths got very agitated, claiming there was 
something wrong with the turnstile computer, 
but workmen said that nothing was wrong and 
they were perfectly fine. Apparently, everyone’s 
subway cards were down to that exact amount 
at the same time, a coincidence that statistically 
could happen only once in about 6 billion years, 
according to mathematicians at Southampton 
High School. A Brink’s truck came by the 
Bridgehampton station at noon so armed guards 
could carry off the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in cash that accumulated in that token 
booth. There was fear a robbery might occur.

CELEBRITY LOOKALIKE PET FRAUD 

Several residents called police this week to 
report that they had apparently been duped 
in a bait-and-switch scheme that had promised 
them dogs and/or cats that were celebrity 
lookalikes. “I adopted Butch because they told 
me he was a lookalike of Ed Asner,” a distraught 
caller said, “but when I got him home and put 
him next to my hall statue of Ed Asner, I realized 
he looked nothing like Ed Asner. I think he looks 
more like Dick Van Patten, and! don’t want a dog 
that looks like Dick Van Patten!” Another caller 
claimed that she had been lured into adopting 
a cat named Fluffy after being convinced that 
the cat looked like Sarah Palin. “I don’t know,” 
the disgruntled adopter said, “maybe it was the 
light at the adoption center that made Fluffy 
look like Palin when I went to pick her up, but 
at home she looks an awful lot like Jill Saint 
John. Who wants that?” A Hamptons Police 
investigation into the practices of pet adoption 
centers promising celebrity lookalike animals 
concluded that dogs and cats, because they 
are covered in fur, have pointy faces, often 
have ears that stick out from the tops of their 
heads, and have countless other unmistakable 


physical differences from human_ beings, 
could never be considered lookalikes for 
any  person—celebrity or otherwise. 
They advised all callers to have _ their 
heads examined. 


SLAWHUT PRESERVATION RULES ENACTED 
Decrying the widespread destruction of historic 
slawhuts across the East End of Long Island, 
preservation officials have enacted new rules 
forbidding the removal of slawhuts. Head 
Slawhut Preservationist Simon Wintersturm 
explained the new regulations and provided 
some background: “Not many people are 
aware, but in-earlier days on the East End, 
before the advent of refrigeration, people kept 
their coleslaw fresh in underground storage 
spaces built for the purpose. These slawhuts, 
as they were called, used to be a feature of 
every backyard—because if you didn’t have a 
slawhut, you didn’t have coleslaw. In recent 
years, these historic slawhuts have all but 
disappeared, as homeowners have torn them 
out or, worse, converted them into hot tubs. 
But with these rules, those with slawhuts still 
remaining on their property will be forbidden 
to remove or alter the slawhuts in any way.” 
Police have been instructed to keep an eye 
on the slawhuts to ensure that property 
owners abide by the new rules. Officers 
will be able to issue arrest warrants for 
anyone suspected of removing or altering 
one of these historic coleslaw 
storage units.

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Nobody at the Wheel 


A Guaranteed Way to Save 43,000 American Lives Per Year

hat if I told you that about 43,000 people 

are killed every year in America because 
of a particular thing that stupid people do? 
You've probably guessed what it is. It’s driving 
a car. Why we don’t get all worked up about it, 
I don’t know. I guess we consider it a necessity 
to get where we want to go. So if 43,000 people 
have to die for all of us to go about our business 
every year, well, I guess that is just a necessity. 
After all, we have seat belts, roll bars and 
airbags. So we do all we can. 

It’s a pretty amazing way of thinking. 

Twenty years ago, sitting in a traffic jam on 
a Friday night coming out to the Hamptons 
with everybody’s engines running, | listened 
to a report about how much carbon dioxide is 
thrown up into the atmosphere every day by 
every car. In each of the three lanes in front 
of me, there were the red taillights of cars 
going out as far as the eye could see. In each 
of the three lanes behind me were white front 
lights. White corpuscles. Red corpuscles. All 


just barely moving, with an occasional lurch 
a few feet this way and that in arteries all 
across America. 

At the time, I thought of a movie plot I could 
write. It was 50 years ahead. In the movie, 
there were roving bands of thugs carrying 
sledgehammers, smashing car windows and 
car engines and doors and grilles, reducing the 
population of cars down to rubble everywhere 
they went. They said they were Environmental 
Thugs, out to stop global warming by making 
it impossible for cars to go anywhere, but they 
were thugs nevertheless. | never did anything 
with this idea. 

In recent times, there have been articles 
written about “driverless cars.” Toyota is 
experimenting with one, Honda, Google, Apple, 
Tesla, Mercedes, Audi, BMW, Ford, even 
Facebook. But they are not “driverless.” They 
have been branded with that word because the 
reporters writing about these cars consider it 
only from their understandable human point of 
view. In fact, they will be driven by computers. 

We have already had a quick taste of how 


that might go over. It’s been this uncomfortable 
business of self-parking cars. You are driving 
the car. You come alongside a parking space. 
You press a button and the computer takes 
over and moves you back and forth and back 
and forth until you are comfortably in the space 
you have chosen. 

People are convinced that they just got lucky. 
They are convinced that except for this one 
time, the computer will surely make many, 
many more mistakes than they would. They will 
be in a crash. If only they had been at the wheel. 
Now everything is destroyed and there are the 
dying and injured everywhere. What a bad idea. 
Self-parking cars have not been a big success. 

The reason for this is control. People love to 
drive, to control where they are going, to race 
the engine, to pass a truck with an extra lurch 
of power, to come through an intersection 
under the yellow light just as it is about to, 
but hasn’t quite, turned red. They are not 
going to give this up easily. It will probably 
take some teenage thugs with sledgehammers 
to deliver the’ message. (Cont'd on next page)

They will be wearing the military uniforms. 
After finishing their work, they will pull the 
human drivers out from behind the wheel 
inside the wreckage, handcuff them and 
take them off to jail. They will be charged 
with reckless endangerment and driving 
while human. 

We are not talking about the Surgeon 
General’s warning that smoking is dangerous to 
your health. We are talking about the death that 
happens every eight minutes in this country 
with human drivers at the wheel. It will stop. 

Well, it will almost stop. According to studies 
done, the number of accidents will be reduced 
by two thirds. There will still be humans, 
particularly when drunk, walking into the side 
of a moving car. 

So, yes, it is true. We are soon to wind up 

with cars driven by robots who will not get in 
any accidents at all as they take you around 
to where you have to go. They will do it at 
the speed limit. They will do it accurately and 
correctly and no, you will not be able to push 
them aside and take over from them. 

Of course, we have not quite gotten the 
technology there yet. But driverless cars 
are being tested, mostly out in California, 
where Silicon Valley techies are working on 
the problem. 

In a recent AP story, a reporter interviewed 
one of the people who sits in a computer-driven 
car, taking notes about what it is doing. The 
route takes him around and around a track and 
through the roads going alongside a former 


military base now privately owned and used for 
testing “driverless” cars, not only from Google 
but from several other companies. 

Brian Torcelli is one of these “safety” drivers. 
He graduated San Diego State with a degree in 
Political Science, not computers. 

“A lot of people go to work and sit in a 
cubicle,” he told the reporter. “Our cube just 
happens to move around the roads. And if we 
are successful, we are going to put ourselves 
out of our jobs.”

He is one of 60 such “safety” drivers, a job 
that starts at $20 an hour. He’s been doing it 
six years. He and the others have been driven 
around not only on the former military base, 
but out on the public roads. Google has logged 
more than a million miles on the public roads 
in and around Mountain View, California. They 
sit inside special computer cars that look like 
giant lozenges, and they sit inside regular cars 
decked out to be computer cars. 

So far, so good, apparently. Well, almost 
apparently. There was an article recently 
about a cop pulling over a computer car to 
give the driver a moving violation ticket. But 


there was nobody to give the ticket to. 

There are going to be lots and lots of changes 
when all this happens. There was an article in 
The New York Times business section last week 
about how this will: decimate the insurance 
business. Insuring automobiles, actually 
insuring humans who drive automobiles, is 
a trillion dollar a year business. It is going to 
come crashing down. The auto-body business 
will suffer mightily. Lawyers suing drunk drivers 
will be over with. There will be no more drunk 
drivers, just drunks. Say goodbye to Uber 
drivers, to the taxi drivers, to the courts, to the 
lawyers and judges who adjudicate the causes 
of accidents, to the hospitals that attend to 
those gravely injured but not dead, to rehab. 
With cars not crashed, there will be a decline 
in the sale of new ones. The list goes on and on. 

Of course all this may never happen. Go 
back to the beginning of this article. You think 
the gun lobby is powerful? Wait until you see 
what an anti robot car lobby can do. It is every 
American’s Constitutional right to drive a car. 
The only reason it is not in the Constitution is 
because cars were not around yet. 

When the money rains down on the 
legislatures, it will be the robots who will be 
given the old heave ho out of the driver’s seat.

_The Weather Forecasters Are Scaring Us to Death Every Week

bout 20 years ago, a really big snowstorm 

hit the area. | don’t remember the exact 
date. And it was not one snowstorm but two. 
The first dropped 24 inches in the New York 
metropolitan area, and then, a week later, a 
second storm dropped a further 24 inches. | 
have never forgotten it. 

“This is a terrific amount of snow,” the 
weatherman said on TV as the second snowfall 
fell. “Stay off the streets, let them do their jobs. 
This would be a good time to take the kids 
sleigh riding, but not now, when it’s over.” 

I was thinking about this around 11 a.m. 
this past Saturday morning, as this recent 
blizzard hit. 

On TV, a female news anchor sat behind 
a desk looking out at us. Behind her, a map 
showing a red-and-purple blotch moved jerkily 
across the East Coast, chugging along for five 
seconds and then doing it again and doing it 
again and doing it again. 

“People are stranded in their cars on a 
superhighway in eastern Kentucky,” she was 
saying. “No drink, no food, nothing. Many of 
them have been there all night. The Governor of 
New York State, the Governor of Pennsylvania 
and the Mayor of Baltimore are expected to be 
speaking together shortly, so we wait for that. 
Meanwhile, eight people have died. This storm 
is deadly.” 

It boggles the mind to imagine eight 


people dying. But that’s what I heard 
her say. 

“And then there is going to be the flooding,” 
she said. 

The map behind her changed to a map of the 
Eastern Seaboard with an orange coastline in 
New Jersey and a yellow coastline above it and 
below it. 

“We are expecting moderate to major flooding 
in New Jersey,” she said, “moderate to MAJOR. 
And then, here in the New York area, minor to 
moderate flooding. There was a full moon last 
night. High tide is at 7 p.m. tonight and 7 p.m. 
tomorrow night.” 

The map now changed to cars flooded up to 
their fenders on a residential street somewhere. 

“We go now to Matawan, New Jersey, 
where our reporter is standing by. He’s 
been sending us some great video of 
conditions there.” 

Didn’t she say the flooding would be tonight? 
Now we see a man holding a microphone on 
the center island of a residential street, wearing 
a winter parka with a fur hood pulled up to 
protect him from the snowflakes. 

“Harry?” 

Harry says nothing. He touches his ear where 
an earpiece must be under the fur, and he 
turns completely around to face away from 
the camera. 

“I can’t hear anything,” he says. 

And now we're back to the lady.

SUPREME COURT DECIDES 

Police officer Jeffrey Heffernan of Paterson, 
New Jersey was called by his mother one 
day to ask if he could pick up a political 
campaign sign for her. She doesn’t get out of 
the house. 

The sign was for the mayoral race in that town. 
Heffernan’s mother supported the challenger, 
Larry Spagnola—not incumbent Joey Torres— 
and she’d had that sign out front of her house 
until somebody took it. Heffernan said sure, he 
would pick up a new sign while he was off duty. 
He'd bring it to her. 

Soon after, Heffernan was demoted to patrol 
officer, which included a reduction in wages. 
Heffernan had been seen with the sign for 
Spagnola. That’s what he got for being disloyal 
to Torres, Heffernan thought. 

Heffernan sued, saying his First Amendment 
rights were being violated. 

A lower court decided in favor of Heffernan 
and awarded him more than $100,000, but the 
City of Paterson appealed. Their argument 
was that yes, government employees must 
have their First Amendment rights protected, 
but this was not a First Amendment matter. 
Heffernan was actually not a supporter of 
Spagnola, the argument said. He was only 
carrying the sign back to his mother’s house as 
a favor. Therefore, since he was not a supporter 
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of the opponent of the mayor, there were no 
rights that got violated. 


In the end, the Appeals Court ruled 
in favor of the City. Now the Supreme 
Court has taken on the case. And 
they are as confused as anyone else. 


In this appeal, Heffernan’s lawyer, Mark Frost, 
said it didn’t matter whether Heffernan was a 
supporter of Spagnola or not. “When a public 
employee is demoted because his supervisor 
wrongly believes the employee has taken sides 
in an election, the supervisor is at fault just as 
much as he would have been if the employee 
actually had taken sides. The employee is 
harmed just as much.” 

In the end, the Appeals Court ruled in favor 
of the City. Now the U. S. Supreme Court has 
taken on the case. And they seem as confused 
as anyone else. 

USA Today wrote this about the case: “All 
that stands between New Jersey police officer 
Jeffrey Heffernan and victory in his lawsuit 
claiming the City of Paterson violated his right 
to support a political candidate is that he didn’t 
support anyone.” 

Justice Anthony Scalia weighed in with this: 
“..there’s no constitutional right not to be fired 
for the wrong reason.”

A Bonacker Who Saw Something Wrong, Wants It Right & Doesn’t Quit

tuart Vorpahl, a bayman, passed 
from the scene last week at the age 
of 76. He lived with his wife, Mary, just 
off Three Mile Harbor Road in Springs, 
the historic home of the Bonackers, 
just a short walk to where he kept his 
boat. He fished, he clammed, he was 
a loyal friend, he told stories and he 
fought for the rights of these people, the 
Bonackers, who are the descendants 
of the first settlers, the working class 
of English people who came _ here 
when Lion Gardiner founded this place 
in 1639. . 
Vorpahl kept a copy of the Dongan 
Patent—the document from the King 
of England describing the rights to the 
bays and beaches of the East Hampton 
Townspeople in 1686—in a _ plastic 
sleeve tacked to the wall of the cockpit 
of his boat. He never bought a state 
fishing license. When asked for one by 
a maritime patrol, he would take out the 
document and show it. The town had 
been established when it was written.

It never had been overturned. Usually, 
the authorities would go away. 

But sometimes they didn’t. About three 
months ago, Vorpahl received a check from the 
State of New York Department of Environmental 
Conservation for $1,000. The State keeps a fund 
where they can send out amounts where they 
think they are due. So it came from there. Why? 
In 1998, Vorpahl’s property—some lobsters and 
fish—was seized, but the matter was thrown 
out by the courts after an appeal two years 
later. He was entitled to payment for what 
was seized. But it was never sent. There was a 
bureaucratic mix-up.

For years and years, since that time, Vorpah], 
among others, had fought vigorously up in 
Albany to have these failures to pay for what 
was illegally taken by the state not be subject 
to a “bureaucratic mix-up.” They happen all the 
time. In fact, there is almost no occasion where 
stuff is paid for. It’s a scandal and is not being 
fixed to anybody’s satisfaction. 

I asked Vorpahl what he would do with the 
$1,000 when I last saw him. He told me he was 
taking Mary on a trip to Paris for a month. 

My guess is he has held on to that check, 
never cashing it. And now he’s gone. 

Vorpahl was not alone in fighting for the 
Bonackers. On the other hand, it was he I met 
when I wrote a story about the Bonackers and 
the Dongan Patent.

It happened very dramatically about 15 years 
ago. One afternoon my front doorbell rang. | 
answered it, and there stood a man | had never 
seen before, holding a copy of my newspaper. | 
invited him in. 

“Let’s go over this line by line,” he said as we 
sat down in the living room. 

Two weeks later, I published a new article. He 
didn’t stop by this time, but he called. “You got 
much of it right, but not all of it,” he said. 

“What’s still wrong?” I asked. 

“I already told you,” he said. “Go over 
it again.” 

Thus began a friendship between he and 
I. He was my research. We ate at Michael’s 
Restaurant up in Maidstone’ Park, he and his 
bride and I. I went to his house, he came to 
mine. We lived less than a half-mile down the 
road from each other. He gave me a broken 
fishing rod to put on the roof rack of my Tahoe 
so it would look like I was going fishing when 
] went out onto the beach to write a story, 
something | liked to do. I had told him I don’t 
fish. Good, he told me. 

Vorpahl had many, many friends. He had 
become the Town Historian after he retired 
from fishing. But he continued to be in and out 
of courtrooms, always fighting for Bonacker 
rights. He was at Town Hall speaking out to urge 
the town to protect the old ways from the new. 

One night, driving home from work, | 
encountered him in waders in Town Pond in 
East Hampton along with five other Bonackers, 
their dogs, a rowboat, a boom box radio, clam 
rakes and bushel baskets. I stopped and took 
pictures. At the behest of East Hampton Village, 


they were cleaning the pond bottom of algae 


and other junk. The night I was there, they 


came up with a bicycle. Who pedals a bicycle 
into a pond? 
Vorpahl 
determined, interesting, funny and he always 
looked you straight in the eye when he spoke 
to you. | don’t know anyone who did not like 


was. good natured, friendly, 


him. (But then I don’t know the code 
enforcement people). 

One of the family members called me the day 
he died. I told her I would surely miss him, and 
she said you most certainly will. She told me 
there would be a service for him and she would 
let me know, but where she was reaching me 
was out of the country—we had just arrived for 
vacation and | could not come back for it. 

I hope The Sag Harbor Express will permit me 
to quote from their pages the account written 
by Kathryn G. Menu about what was said at 
his service at the First Presbyterian Church of 
Amagansett. The place was packed. ‘ 

Daniel Rodgers, attorney: How many people 
do you go through your life and they don’t need 
a last name? You think about Napoleon, Gandhi 
and other people, and then, of course, Stuart.... 
He was a man of letters, so well read. Mary 
always told me he started at the end and wrote 
from the beginning. And that tells me he was a 
man who knew where he wanted to go, he just 
had to find a way to do it.” 

Supervisor Larry Cantwell posted this online: 
“[He] was a fierce defender of the rights and 
traditions of the common people of our town.

Those 
of us who love both bands pretty much equally 
would say no. Depending on our mood, we might 
find ourselves preferring the perky pop of “I Feel 
Fine” over the ramshackle soul of “Let’s Spend the 
Night Together.” The next day, we might decide that 
“Sympathy for the Devil” is the best rock song ever, 
maybe relegating a song like “Hey Jude” to second 
place. So while committed partisans of one group 
over the other might have relished another chance 
to make their voice heard, many will probably feel 
relieved to just celebrate the classic songs. 

John Sparrow, who is heading up the Stones side 
of things for the Bay Street shows, is a longtime fan 
of both bands. “I don’t really have a favorite between 
them—they’re both incredible,” he says. Even so, 
Sparrow has long been especially associated with 
playing the music of the Rolling Stones, having 
played and sung in several very successful Stones 
cover bands. Sparrow brings a lot of experience to 
bear on the Stones’ music, evoking the unique appeal 
of the band’s: live shows. “I first saw the Stones in 
1969—I still have that ticket stub.” He subsequently 
saw the band on most of their US tours. Over the 
course of the two nights at Bay Street, Sparrow plans 
to focus on the band’s classic material, with a few 
surprises thrown in. 

In fact, the theme of this year’s shows is “The Hits,” 
so most of what you hear should be pretty familiar. A 
few album-cut obscurities might creep in, of course. 
The shows at Bay Street are organized by time 
period. The first night, February 5, will feature music 
drawn from both bands’ early years (1962-1966), and 
the second night, February 6, will start at 1967. With 
both the Beatles and the Rolling Stones, there is a 
fairly substantial shift in style that happened around 
1967, so it makes sense to separate the music into 
two programs with a different emphasis. The first 
night should be the raucous dance party, and the 


second night promises to be quite a bit heavier. 
Members of local faves the HooDoo Loungers will 
form the nucleus for the band heading up the Beatles 
part of the shows. Bass player Joe Lauro is looking 
forward to it. “It’s a great venue, we’ve got a bunch 
of the best players on the East End, and the local 
audiences are just great,” he says. “It’s a perfect 
show for this time of year, and I’m happy to be a 
part of it.” Lauro started these shows with a Beatles 
tribute in 2014, and has continued his organizational 
role as they have evolved into a celebration of both 
the Stones and the Beatles. He won’t miss the voting 


for best band that was a feature of last year’s event— 
and not because the Beatles didn’t win. 

“It was a fun idea, but we did it and we don’t really 
need to do it again,” Lauro says. He just wants people 
to get up and dance and have a good time—they can 
argue their preferences amongst themselves! <@

A Toast to Great Food in Patchogue

oast Coffeehouse, the popular breakfast and 

lunch spot in Port Jefferson, has opened its 
second location on Main Street in Patchogue, right in 
the heart of the vibrant downtown scene. 

“Patchogue is a destination area,” says Terry 
Scarlatos, owner of the restaurant. “There’s nothing 
like this here,” he says, referring to the restaurant’s 
casual downtown vibe, open, airy floor plan and 
expansive menu. 

That sentiment was clear, as the restaurant was 
bustling on a recent Wednesday afternoon, the 
establishment’s first week in business. Reservations 
are not accepted, but Toast will take a phone number 
and call when a table opens, allowing people to walk 
around and browse the Patchogue community as 
they wait. 

Longtime fans of the Port Jeff location will happily 
recognize that the two menus are virtually the 
same. However, a few new items were introduced 
to the Patchogue restaurant, a move that has 
“backfired in a good way,” as Port Jeff patrons are 
now asking for the additional items, which will be 
added soon. One other key difference—whereas 
Port Jeff has dinner and fondue on weekend nights, 
the Patchogue location is focused on breakfast and 
lunch. The two are also mirror opposites as far as 
their busy times, with Port Jeff doing more breakfast 
plates and Patchogue seeing more business during 
Junchtime hours. 

Breaking from that trend, we stuck to breakfast, as 


having eggs and toast in the middle 
of the day is always a treat. Also, the 
bottom of Toast’s menu boasts: “Fun 
fact: Toast for breakfast makes you 
smile. It also makes you funnier, more 
charming and capable of grabbing 
a bull by the horns.” How could we 
go wrong? The menu has various 
breakfast burritos, eggs any style, 
waffles, French toast and pancakes 
on offer. 

Kelly’s meal started, as all breakfasts 
should, with a cup of coffee, and she 
happily discovered that the hot liquid 
was served in an oversized mug. She 
went with the Splendid Benedict, which features two 
organic poached eggs with a sliced avocado fritter 
on a toasted English muffin, topped with hollandaise 
and maple bacon crumbles. The combination 
was divine. The avocado fritter was lightly fried, 
giving it enough structure to hold up the poached 
eggs, but not so much as to be greasy. The maple 
bacon crumbles gave the meal the perfect amount of 
meaty bite. 

Valerie likes to gauge her brunch spots based on 
the quality of their French toast, so she ordered the 
Brioche French Toast with strawberries and créme 
fraiche, with a side of turkey bacon. Unlike regular 
French toast, which often tastes more like a mouthful 
of sugar than a meal, this one had a mellow tartness 
from the créme fraiche and strawberries. The 
French toast itself was well prepared. It was evenly

cooked, and soft in the middle. It was 
substantial and filling, but not heavy. 
The choice of bread was spot-on. 
She’d never had a more perfect blend 
of sweet and tangy in a breakfast dish, 
and the turkey bacon was a great 
savory finish. 

We finished off our meal with 
“dessert”—the Krispy Nutella French 
toast. New to the menu, the French 
| toast is lightly coated with Rice 
£Krispy treats, topped with sugar 
Band strawberries and drizzled with 

Nutella. The divine concoction was 

sweet, but not overly so, with the Rice 
Krispies providing the perfect amount of crunch. 

Toast also has lunch on offer, and a quick scan 
of the busy restaurant revealed that the breakfast/ 
lunch eaters were split fairly evenly. Lunch features 
lite bites, a number of innovative salads, wraps and 
burgers. Scarlatos recommended the Eggs Benedict 
Brunch Burger, which features an 8-ounce burger 
with a poached egg and hollandaise sauce on an 
English muffin. It sounded like the perfect treat for 
after a long run, and we'll certainly be back to give 
itatry. dA

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It’s All Greek to Moi in Mattituck

Husband and wife owners 
Tony Medina and Joanne 
Cosonas opened Agora - the 
Little Greek Market on Pike 
Street in Mattituck last July. 
It has been a busy spot ever 
since. Many customers are 
grateful that they no longer 
have to drive into Astoria for 
high quality Greek staples and 
specialty items. 

Greek American Cosonas moved from Brooklyn 
to Wading River a few years ago to care for her 
elderly parents. She says “it was difficult to find 
what we needed,” so the couple opened the shop for 
themselves and to serve East End Greeks and Greek 
food enthusiasts.

to get the pretty little shop up and running and the 
multiple refrigerated cases are kind of loud when 
you're in the room with them all day but “it’s been 
fun.

As I was checking out, Medina insisted on wrapping 
my container of feta in a plastic bag before putting it 
in my canvas bag. Cosonas affirmed, “it tastes good 
but the smell is not so hot. You’d have to get rid of 
your car—trust me!” “Agora the Little Greek Market 
Specialty Foods and Unique Gift Shop” lives up to its 
name. I'll be sure to visit again soon.
